on ll/6,7> 8/1*3 • On page two of this letter, the Bureau sets out 
sections of the appointee’s address, "A Negro Looked at the Soviet 
Union.* 1 It was noted that in referenced New York report, no mention 
of this speech was made. 

Inasmuch as no source was given for this information, WFO 
•ydid not include it in its report, but the Bureau’s attention is directed 
' to its omission from the reports of both ^FO and New York. 

In rebulet dated 3/26/53 , on page three is set forth information 
that in January 19U7, Doctor E. FRANKLIN FRAZIER was a member of 
the Board of Directors of the China Aid Council, which had headquarters 
at 1790 Broadway, New York City. 
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It is noted that the China Aid Council was cited as being 
a "subsidiary of the American League for Peace and Democracy, n by 
the Special Committee on Un-American Activities in its report dated 
6/25/U2. 

The American League for Peace and Democracy has been designated 
by the Attorney General as coming within the purview of Executive 
Order 10^50. 

In reb ulet dated 6/ 23/53 t WFO's attention is directed to 
the report of SA I \ dated l/22/Ul at WFO, entitled, “Socialist 

Party, District of Columbia, Internal Security - C,“ This report 
reflects that E. FRANKLIN FRAZI]iR attended a 1?U0 Socialist Party 
Convention* Inasmuch as this organization has not been cited, it 
was not deemed advisable to include this information in the details 
of this report.
